The board then purchased lot 4, bloek
19, Port of Upper Astoria, the same
being & corner lot adjoining the Adair
sohool property. The total cost of this
lot was §2482.40,

Rids were then called for the con-
struction of & two-room addition to the
Adair school building, and for the heat
ing of the same, and for the comstruc
tion of a four-room addition to the Tay-
lor school an dthe heating f the entire
building.

Aftor considering the entire cost of
the buildings and repairs, and the pur-
chase of meal estate. the boand decided
to issue and sell warrants of the dis-
trict, bearing interest at the mte of §
per cent, to the amount of §19,000 to
procure money for the purposes above
sef forth,

These warramts fall due as follows:
£3000 on November 1, 1908; 4000 on
Novembey 1, 1000; $4000 on November
1, 1910; 84000 on November 1, 1011;
and $4000 on Nvember 1, 1P12.

To meet the interest on all these
warrants and to take up those falling
due on November 1. 1008, a special tax
of two mills was levied on the taxable
property of this district.

income of $56,541.54, and an estimated
expenditure of §50,100, thus leaving an
estimated balance at the end of the year
of $6,441.54, which may be used to meet
emergeéncies that may arise.

This estimate of income is based on
a special levy of 2 mills for meeting
interest on warrants and paying war
rants due on Nov, 1, 1908, 2 mills for
builling and repair, and ¢ mills for
general school purposes, making a total
levy of 10 mills for this school distriet.

Befieving the said estimate to be

sufficient for the maintenance of the

]leh»ll of this district for one year,
the board of directors recommend a tax

levy of 2 mills for the payment of in.
terest on warranta and the taking up
{ warmants due Nov. 1, 1008; 2 mills for
building and repairs, and ¢ wills for
genoral school purposes, or o total levy
of 10 mills for this distriot,

A motion was made that the report
of the dinaftors be approved, and the
suggestions therein bo adopted. |

J. 8, MeCue, representing the teachera
of the district, made o plea for an in:
crease in salaries and, in o logical, well
formod statement, oalled the attention
of those present to the nead of provid
ing, in the lovy, for an amount that
woukd enable the directors to make an
increase of 15 per eont or 20 per cent
in present salaries He then moved that
a levy of 2 mills be made for the pur-
pose and that the direotors’ report be|
amended &0 as to provide this h!\'_\'.i
specially for the inorease of salaries,
The motion was seconded by Thos
Dealey, and was oarried without a dis-
senting vote. The clerk's report was
then read and the meeting adjourned.

The 2 mill lovy for increase of sal-
aries will bring in $4160 and as the pay
roll amounts to about §2500 per year
a 15 per cent ingrease can be gmanted.

The unanimity of sentiment expressed
al the meeting was noticeable, and had
much to do with the rapid transaction
of the business, for which the meeting
was called
